AN INTEHESTING 
DIALOGUE, 


Writing on January 3rd, Reuter's Cairo 
Correspondent says—#? Misr publishes to-day 
a résumé of the recent conversations between 
Lord Milner and the Grand Mufti of Egypt. 
According to the journal, Lord Milner ex- 
plained that he had called on the Mufti simply 
as a visitor, and that he saw that the situation 
in Egypt had been much modified since he had 
been in the country. 

The Mufti replied—-“ Yes, for the better.” 

Lord Milner—Egypt is, generally speaking, 
very prosperous. 

The Mufti—lIts progress is most striking 
from the intellectual point of view. 

Lord Milner—Perhaps so. I observe the 
troubled spirit of the country, of which 1 do 
not know the cause. 

The Mufti—-That ‘roubled spirit is dae to a 
natural cause. After the declarations of the 
great Allied statesmen proclaiming the 
principles of liberiy for all peoples, Egypt, as 
the exception, finds hex hopes frustrated, and 
a protectorate declared when she was expect- 
ing i noe. 

Lord Milner—I consider a protectorate to be 
to Egypt's interests, because it defends her 
against aggression. Do not the Egyptians 
understand that the interests of Great Britain 
and Egypt xequire a protectorate?’ Your in- 
dependence would menace our interests in 
Egypt and the Orient. 

The Mufti—The Egyptians do not ignore your 
interests and those of other Powers; but 
charity begins at home. I cannot agree with 
the protecto solution. The real solution is 
the indepen of Egypt, with a guarantee of 
your interests. . 

Lord Milner— Discussion, in this connection, 
is necessary. Inasmuch as the object sought 
is to safeguard the interests of two nations, 
discussion could settle nine points out of ten. 

The Mufti—No Egyptian would enter upon a 
discussion, except on the basis of independence. 

Lord Milner—I am certain that there are 
Egyptians who are disposed to treat with us, 
but fear keeps them back. 

The Mufti—Every country has ifs traitora, 
but any patriot would refuse to discuss. 

Lord Milner—Cannot you convince your com- 
patriots of the usefulness of discussion, which 
would be more profitable than boycotting? Do 
not forget that we are the most powerful 
nation in the world. No country can oppose 
us. In asking for discussion we wish to prove 
our friendship. It is not to your interest that 
we shonld impose our will. Moreover, it is not 
our desire to do so. 

The Mufti replied—In my capacity a8 re- 
ligious chief, I can only reply that it is impos- 
sible to convince the nation of the utility 
of what I am unconvinced myself. The entire

FINANCIAL RESULTS FOR 
SEVEN MONTHS. 


PROSPECT OF DECREASED 
DEFICIT, 

A statement was issued last night by the 
Ministry of Transport showing the financial 
results of the railway working for the months 
of September and October. The total figures 
for the first seven months of the current finan- 
cial year are also given. The figures for the 
two additional mon September and October, 
confirm the co of the estimate of a 
deficit of £45,000,000 in respect of the financial 
year ending un March, 1920, which made no 
allowance for any iticreased revenue to be 

ived from an increase in goods rates. As, 

wever, those rates are being increased as from 
the 15th January, a reduction in the deficit may 
be expected. 

Financial results for the first seven months up 
to October 31 of the current finencial year show 
that the total revenue earned was £112,754,894, 
and the total expenditure was £100,428,50S8, the 
balance of revenue earned over « expenditure 
being £12,326, 386. : 

The Government guarantee for the period is: 
Standard year proportion of net receipts, 
£29,605,000;, interest on capital works brought 
into use, £611,500; total Government guarantee, 
230.216.500. 

For September the earned revenue of the rail- 
ways exceeded the expenditure by 41.089, 211. 
but in Octoher there was an adverse badence of 
£824,400. The Government's total guarantee for 
these two months amounts to £8,989,900, the 
figures for September being £4,606,000 and for 
October £4,583,900. For the period of five 
months to August the Government guarantee 
was £21,226,600. 

For the seven months passenger receipts were 
4260, 486 248 goods traffic brought in £44,156,823 
and Government traffic 413.158,90. 

The total revenue earned for the first five 
months was £83,244.906. September receipt 
were £15,462,952, and in October tne figures 
were £14,047,036, making the total of 
£112,754,894 for the seven months. The expendi- 
ture, which was 71,183.81 for the five months, 
amounted to £100,428,508 for the seven months, 
the figures for September being E14. 573, 741 and 
for October £14,871,436.

THE MOTOR PERMIT 
STRIKE. 


EFFECTS OF PETROL SHORTAGE, 
The strike of the members of the Irish Auto- 
mobile Drivers’ and Mechanics’ Union in Dublin, 
as a protest against the application of the 
Motor Permit Order continued yesterday with- 
out marked change. No new developments took 
place, picketing being carried on by the strikers , 

as on previous days.

Anglo-American and “Shell” Companies 
at the North Wall. These stores still remain 
closed, but are guarded by soldiers. It is 
stated that the men in the yard refused to 
harness the horses to an oil waggon which was 
to be despatched to the South ‘of Ireland, or to 
drive it to the extension of the Great Southern 
and Western Railway. The waggon was then 
driven by soldiers, who also loaded the petrol 
on the railway waggons. The railwaymen at 
first showed some disinclination to allow the 
petrol to proceed further, but withdrew their 
opposition on learning that the spirit was for 
military use. Some soldiers accompanied the 
train conveying the petrol to 
Motor spirit was also delivered yesterday at a 
military barracks in Dublin, but beyond these 
supolies for military purposes no petrol left the 


yards, 

The withholding of the petrol supplies is 
seriously interfering with commerce in the city: 
while the withdrawal of the permits issued 
by the strikers to members of the medical 
profession is aleo imposing hardships. Yester- 
day two suggestions were made as a solution of 
the latter difficulty. One was that private 
owners of cars should “pool” their avaifable 
petrol for the use of the doctors, and the other 
was that the military should take possessive 
of the petrol and issue it themselves. 

One effect of the strike waa witnessed at the 
Royal Irish Automobile Club yesterday, where 
the number of cars in the garage was much 
smaller than usual.

Mr. Carter expressed some views yes 
terday to several Press representatives who 
lunched with him and other gentlemen at the 
Central Hotel, Exchequer street. He prefaced 
his remarks by saying that he was very much 
interested at being in Dublin at a time when 
, what he regarded as a novel strike obtained in 
the sty. . He had never heard before, 
he said. “of a strike of bar employés, 
and being anxious to get at the facts of the 
dispute he had that morning visited the head- 
quarters of the two parties concerned—the 
offices of the Licensed Vintners’ and Grocers 
Association, whose officials he had seen, and 
„the offices of the Strikers’ Committee in Rut- 
land square, whom he had elso talked with, 
The dispute, as he saw it, was partly as to 
wages, and on that point he would rather not 
say anything, as one wanted to know the 
standard cost of living im order to see whether 
the wages wére adequate or not. On the ques- 
tion of hours he would speak more definitely. 
The men’s claim was for a 50-hours’ week, and 
for a reduction in Sunday labour. He under- 
stood that originally they claimed entire Sun- 
day closing, but that they were now willing 
to compromise somewhat on that point. “I 
believe,” he said, “that every mau ought to 
have his Sunday free, if that is possible. It 
is good for the worker and good for the 
public. I believe that is a good, honest, and 
useful claim, and am only sorry that the men 
saw it — 2 to modify it. As to the 50 
hours' working week, there has been a great 
deal done in Great Britain to lessen the 
hours for the sale of drink, and that, of cqgrse, 
has gradually lessened the hours during en 
the employés in the drink trade had to work. 
Prior to the war the hours for the sale of 
drink were -19 hours in London, 17 im tho 
great cities like Manchester, and 16 in the 
small villages. Under the Liquor Control | 
Board they were reduced to '6; per day, and 
the result chas been a very great improvement 
in sobriety, amd a general spirit of content 
amongst the employés of the liquor trade. A 
very large body of publicans, and a very large 
body of publichouse employés, now strenuously 
oppose a reversion to pre-war hours of sale.
